The Military Attaches of 
Argentina Have Been Or- 
dered to Leave Berlin and 
Vienna Immediately. 


SITUATION VERY TENSE 
BECAUSE OF U-BOATS 
Recently the Stearner Irri- 
endo, Flying the Argentine 
Flag, Was Sunk by Subma- 
rine—Argentina About to 
Declare for Allies. 


Buenos Aires, February 1.—The min- 
ister of war has recalled Argentina’s 
military attaches from _ Berlin and 
Vienna. In political circles this action 
is regarded as significant and connected 
with the sinking of the Argentine 
steamer Ministro Irriendo, January 26. 

The Argentine minister to France has 
confirmed the fact that the steamship 
was flying the Argentine flag when 
sunk. The government has not an- 
nounced by what authority the change 
of flags was made after leaving this 
country—the vessel having sailed un- 
der the French flag—but accepts the 
sinking as an unfriendly act, even 
though the use of the home flag was 
unauthorized. The assumption in politi- 
cal circles here is that Germany does 
not intend to Keep her promises in re- 
gard to Argentina’s shipping.

BRITISH LABOR 
ABOUT TO REVOLT, 
SAYS HENDERSON 


London, February ‘1.—Arthur Hen- 
derson, labor leader and former mem- 
ber of the war cabinet, who as a mem- 
ber of the cabinet signed an agreement 
with the Amalgamated Society of En- 
gineers, embracing the engineers’ trade, 
in which the govermment agreed to 
meet the engineers in separate confer- 
ence whenever . necessary, issued a 
lengthy statement tonight appealing to 
the government to adhere to this prac- 
tice and avoid a strike, which he said 
would seriously imperil the output of 
munitions and oth war necessities. 

Mr. Henderson’s address, which also 
was directed to the representatives of 
the engineers, strongly advised the 
workers, in the interest of the war, not 
to lay down their tools.

Henderson, “immediate peace is the 
greatest need of the world, but peace 
cannot be achieved by one section of 
labor acting by itself.

Washington, Febryary 1.—Abandon- 
ment of the heatless Monday program 
after its enforcement next Monday was 


predicted tonight at. ithe close of a pro- 
longed conference hetween Fuel Ad- 
ministrator Garfield and Director Gen- 
eral McAdoo. 

A final decision was not reached, and 
another conferenee will be held Tues- 
day, but there was every indication 
that both officials, as well as President 
Wilson, who has been consulted, feel 
that the purpose sought can be accom- 
lished from now on by continuance of 
preferential coal transportation and 
distribution and by railroad embargoes 
now in force. 

At the conclusion of the conference 
tonight the following statement was 
issued by Dr. Garfield and Mr. Me- 
Adoo: ! 

“We have had under considera- 
tion the question, of suspending 
after Monday next the Monday 
closing order. We have not reach- 
ed a final conclusion about it. We 
shall have another conference on 
Tuesday next, when the results of 
the Monday closings and of the 
railroad embargoes up to that time 
can be fully considered, and shall 
be able to make‘an announcement 
next week as to Whether or not a 
Suspension of the Monday closing 
order may be made.” 

Monday Closing Vizorously Opposed... 

Ten heatless Mondays were decreed 
by the fuel administration January 7, 
to save coal and to relieve railroad 
transportation. Next Monday will be 
the third observed. The Monday holi- 
days were preceded by a five-day in- 
dustrial shut-down, at the close of 
which time eastern railroads, at the 
direction of Director General McAdoo, 
put on embargoes against the move- 
ment of general freight. 

The Monday closing ‘has brought the 
most vigorous oppositon from commer- 
cial interests, particularly the big de- 
partment stores. The small stores, too, 
have.opposed it, as have the owners of 
office buildings. Theaters succeeded in 
having the day as applied to them 
changed to Tuesday. 

It was stated officially tonight that 
the reason a final decision was not 
reached was because complete reports 
have not as yet been received showing 
the exact results of the five-day clos- 
ing and the effects of operation of the 
embargoes to date. Both Mr. McAdoo 
and Dr. Garfield are of the opinion. 
however, it was said, that since the 
coal problem is largely one of trans- 
portation; embargoes will bring re- 
sults without continuance of the Mon- 
day closings. Nine days enforcément 
of the embargoes, it is held, has im- 
proved the situation as much as would 
have an observance of nitme heatless 
Mondays, although bad weather condi-

tions have slowed up coal movement. 
Preferential Order to Stand. 

The fuel adminstration’s preferential 
order calling for the distribution of 
coal first to householders, ships, public 
institutions and favored war industries, 
will stand as well as will the railroad 
administration’s order giving prefer 
ential rail movement to coal and food. 
These two orders, it is declared, will 
guarantee coal to consumers which the, 
government is determined to see sup- 
plied, although the less essential indus- 
tries-are expected to suffer and some 
may have to close down. . 

Officials make no secret of the fact 
that had rail embargoes been deciared 
in the first place the industrial clos- 
ing order would not have been issued. 


The embargoes were placed at the ur- 
gent request of the fuel administra- 
tion, which contended that the effects 
of the closing orders would be nulli- 
fied by weather conditions unless the 
step were taken. ; 

Officials of the railroad administra- 
tion believe a return of good weather 
will speedily restore the transporta- 
tion system and that this will solve the 
fuel problem. They say that the Mon- 
day closing has disorganized industrial 
activities and actually has hampered 
railroad operation by making it im- 
possible to load and unload cars 
promptly. : 

Fuel Administrator Garfield has not 
been ready to revoke the closing or- 
der despite the great amount of pres- 
sure brought to bear by commercial 
interests, until assured that the em- 
bargoes would be continued. 

Garfield Ready te Revoke. 

Since he now has this assurance 
as a result of the conference today he 
is prepared to rescind the order if re- 
ports from state fuel administrators 
show that the closing already effected 
has served its purpose. He has de- 
termined, that there shall be no more 
modifications or general ‘exemptions 
but that everything shall be put on 
an equal footing if any change is 


made. 

The big department stores sought to 
have the order changed to permit all 
shops to remain open six or seven hours 
six days a week, but the small stores 
opposed that kind of a modification 
on the grounds that a large part of 
their trade is carried on early in the 
morning and.late in the day. They 
wanted special arrangement made for 
them. 

At a conference here next Monday of 
thirteen state fuel administrators called 
today, Dr. Garfield expects to get com- 
plete: information on the coal situa- 
tion, to learn the exact effects of the 
closing order and discuss future policies 
as to power to be given to state ad- 
ministrators in putting into effect local 
measures. The states to be represented 
are chiefly in the east and are those 
which are said to have felt the coal 
shortage most severety. They are: 
Main, New Hampshire, Vermont, Mas- 
sachusetts, Rhode Island, Connecticut, 
New York, New Jersey. Pennsylvania, 
Maryland, Delaware, Ohio and Michi- 
gan. é

New York, Fepruary 1.—(By the As- 
ong vay Press. From European Cables 
of the Day.)—In Rus&ia the Bolshe- 
vikiRave captured the important Black 
sea port of Odessa and also the railroad 
junction of Orenburg, which lies near 
the Asiatic frontier. In addition the 
Bolsheviki is continuing its program 
of hostilities against Rumania, the rev- 
olutionary committee of the Black sea 
fleet having confiscated a large num- 
ber of merchant and other vessels in 
the Bl ck sea in order to hamper Ru- 
mania’s’ commerce. On the other hand, 
the Rumanians have taken the town of 
Kishinev, capital of Bessarabia. 

In Finland the Red guard everywhere 
is being defeated by the White guard 
or is voluntarily surrendering and lav-~- 
ing down arms. The revolutionists, 
however, still hold Helsingfors. 


BOLSHEVIK TROOPS

As an_ in- 
dication of the lack of centralized di- 
rection, it is said that only a few of 
the big plants of Berlin were forced to 
suspend operations completely. 

Strike Seems Orphaned. 

The governing board of the aseeial 
democratic party’ announced yesterday 
it had not taken over the management 
of the strike. The trades’ union, 
through the general committee, dis- 
claimed responsibility. and the strike 
appears consequently to have been or- 
phaned, so far as these two authorita- 
tive bodies are concerned. The part 
played by Philipp Scheidemann, Fried- 
rich Ebert and Herr Braum, socialist 
leaders, is explained on the ground 
that they are anxious to prevent the 
strike from resulting in disorganization 
and rioting. While the party, as such, 
indorses the political demands regard- 
ing domestic affairs which were made 
by the strikers, it is generally believed 
that it definitely disapproves’ the 
present strike as ‘an instrument for 
forcing the.government to meet wuese 
demands.

Columbus Man Pres. Presented Con- 
vincing Facts Before Fuel 
Administrator Garfield. 


By J. A. Hollomeon. 

Washington, February 1.—(Special.) 
One of the most interesting addresses 
delivered before Federal Fue! Adminis- 
trator H. A. Garfield, when a commit- 
tee of Georgia cotton mill men recent- 
ly appeared before him to protest 
against closing hydro-electrically op- 
erated mills on “fuelless” days, was 
that off Frederick B. Gordon, of Co- 
lumbus. 

Mr. Gordon pointed out that no sav- 
ing in fuel would result from shutting 
these mills down since they would be 
required to burn as much coal for pro- 
tection of their property while closed 


‘as they would burn if they ran. As 


against this failure to achieve any fuel 
conservation by closing these mills, 
the hydro-electrically operated cotton 
mills of Georgia and their employees 
would lose a total of $872,200 during 
the fourteen closing days, the loss to 
the mills being $336,000, while the loss 
in wages to the employees would be 
$536.200. In fourteen days, he said, 
these mills would produce $3,360,000 
worth of goods. The total value of 
the coal burned by these mills in four- 
teen days, whether they operate or 
close, he said, is only $35,280. 

“We must whip Germany,” said Mr. 
Gordon, “but to do so we must realize 
that it is a struggle of resources as 
well as of men.” 

Mr. Gordon declared that all Georgia 
mills are loyal, and cited the liberal 
contributions they and their employees 
have made to tht Red Cross, the Y. M. 
Cc. A. war work, the thrift campaign, 
Liberty Bonds and other war activities. 


AMERICUS CONSUMERS 
WANT CHEAPER LIGHT 


Americus, Ga., February 1.—(Special.) 
Americus electric consumers will pay 
12 cents a kilowatt for electricity used 
in lighting if a petition just filed with 
the railroad commission by the Ameri- 
cus Lighting company is granted. The 
hearing on the petition has been set for 
February 20, at which time interested 
persons may appear and protest against 
the raise in rates. The petitien proposes 
a maximum of 12 cents per kilowatt, 
and that this be scaled down to 
7 cents, the minimum paid by large 
consumers. Some time ago this cor- 
poration applied to the commission for 
authority to raise its rates for electric 
power, and this petition is yet pending.

CONGRESS RACE IN NITE 


Gainesville, Ga, February 1,—(Spe- 
cial.)—While he has not yet fully made 
up his mind whether he will enter the 
race for congress this year against 
Representative Bell in the ninth dis- 
trict, J. O. Adams, one of the leaders 
of the Gainesville bar, has issued a 
statement to the people letting them 
know just what he stands for if the 
voters want him as their representa- 
tive. 

Mr. Adams is well known, not only 
in the ninth district, but throughout the 
state, he having served altogether 
eight years in the Georgia general as- 
sembly, six in the house and two in 
the senate. 

He begins by promising, in the event 
of his election to congress, that he 
will be at his seat in the house 
every roll call and will have sometnit 
to say about every important questio 
that comes before that body. He fur- 
ther promises that he will not want 
the place for the balance of his life. 

Mr. Adams favors a constitutional 
amendment, making the terms of of- 
fice of representatives four years in- 


stead of two, so that congressmen need 
not be “trying to keep their ears to 
the ground all the time under the ter- 
rific strain of seeking re-election.” 

Other prominent planks in Mr. 
Adams’ platform are: 

Universal military training. He be- 
lieves that public defense should con- 
stitute a part of every young man's 
education, that it would be better than 
“baseball, football or other college ath- 
letics in putting vim, alertness and a 
proper regard for physical health in 
students,” and that it need by no 
means to lead in the direction of “mili- 
tarism.” “The safety of the nation de- 
pends upon the proper training of our 
young men to fight our battles,” he 
says. 

Federal aid to public roads. 

Placing of federal convicts on the 
public highways to work just as state 
convicts are worked. 

National aid for education, training 
for citizenship as well as war. 

Rotation in public office, involving 
a change every four years in all féd- 


eral positions from district attorpey | 


to rural mail carrier. Incidentally 
Adams promises that, 
ressman, more men will receive of- 
ices in the ninth district than ever 
before. He declares that the ninth dis- 
trict has not been receiving its share 
of federal patronage and he wil! work 
for an amendment of that situation. 

Opposition to government ownership 
of railroads. “Government operation 
may be expedient as a war measure,” 
he asserts, “but, as a general proposi- 
tion, I do not favor the plan of gov- 
ernment ownership. If the govern- 
ment takes over the railroads, then 
every state, county, city, town and 
school district will lose its share of 
the taxes paid by the roads to meet 
the expenses of government. Govern- 
ment operation would increase inef- 
ficiency. It would mean that there 
would be no more new railreads and 
that the president in charge of the rail- 
roads when taken over would be able 
to name his successor.” 

Mr. Adams promises the people a 
campaign on entirely new lines. “I will 
gnaw:no stale bones that have been 
mouthed and mumbled over in other 
political campaigns,” he de¢lares, “and 
will cling to the coat-tail of no man. 
If I make the race, I will see every 
voter in every county, if possible, and 
base my claims to the office on my 
own ambitions and aspirations, believ- 
ing that fourteen years as congressman 
is long enough for any man to hold 
office in any country in the world.”

TRUCKS ON THE FARM. 


The time is coming when a motor truck 
will be indispensable in the equipment of 
every uptodate, well-regulated farm, just 
as it now is indispensable in the equipment 
of every urban business man who has haul- 
ing to do. 

Horses and mules no longer fill the bill 
when it comes to transportation between 
farm and market. In the first place, they 
cannot make the speed that modern methods 
demand, and in the second place, animal 
motive power is too expensive. It has been 
proven over and over again that one good, 
serviceable motor truck on the farm will do 
more work than six horses, and do it at a 
lower cost. 

The horse, experts have figured, is only 
20 per cent efficient, based on the heat 
energy of food consumed, whereas the motor 
truck transmits to the draw-bar pull prac- 
tically all of the energy contained in t 
gasoline meals it consumes. Especially does 
this hold, true when the use of a trailer- 
truck is brought into play. 

In a recent editorial on motor trucks on 
the farm, The Motor West, of Los Angeles, 


Cal, says that “every farm and country road 


will be dotted with smooth-running motor 
trucks,” because the farmers are learning 
that they are a real necessity. 

“The truck,” says The Motor West, 


“is an all-around farm hand. It will hau! 
produce to town, supplies back,.help to 
build roads, carry mandre into the fields, 
pick up produce in the! fields and carry 
it to storage, carry live stock-to market, 
do any one of the thousand things that 
heretofore required slow, horse-drawn ve- 
hicles and much hand labor.” 


Furthermore, says this authority— 


“There is no such thing as maximum 
efficiency in a horse-or team. A single 
horse-or team will ll a certain lead 
for a certain time and then it's throtgh. 
A motor truck is never through. It can 
work 24 hours a day and needs only oil 
gas and care to keep on steadily. 

“The farmer uses his truck to improve 
his roads, to improve the speed of his 
truck. The fruitgrower needs the truck 
for quick dispatch of his perishable prod- 
ucts. Day and night the truck can run 
in an emergency, taking care of unusual] 
production, while teams of horses, no 
matter how many, would be fagged out 
in a short time. 

“The progressive farmer recognizes 
that the motor truck is a vitally impor- 
tant factor in his success. It is one of 
those time-saving. labor-saving devices 
that he may postpone’ getting; but the 
longer he puts off the purchase the 
heavier will be the total cost of operat- 
ing his farm.” 


All of which is as true of the efficacy of 
the motor truck on southern farms as it is to 
those of the west or any other section of 
the country. And good roads and motor 
trucks are coming, and will be just as indis- 
pensable when théy come as are the rail- 
roads, electricity and the rural mail de- 
livery. 

They make for better ‘farming, better 
contented and more prosperous farmers.

Belladonna ointment freely and frequent- 
ly applied, with a large hot compress upon 
it, while the patient lies at rest, is one of:

A semi-inverted posture 
of course tends to drain the blood from the 
pile up into the portal .system. The sitting 
or erect posture on .-the contrary keeps @ 
beavy column of blood pressing upon the 
inflamed piles. Jmstead of the belladonna 
ointment, in an attack of several days’ dura- 
tion, a mixture of one part of fluid extract 
of belladonna and five parts of giycerin may 
be applied with the moist heat of a large 
compress.

Enemy. Under Cover During 
Infantry. Advance. 


Camp Wheeler, Macon, Ga.. February 
1(Special.)—The officers and entist- 
e@ mén’ of the Dixe division are more 
interested in the French chauchat (C. 
Ss. Ro-@&) automatic rifle than any other 
weapon introduced at the camp during 
the training of the troops at Camp 
Wheeler. The purpose of the gun, as 
an effective weapon, is to keep the ene- 
my below his parapet, or under cover 
during an infantry advance. The rifle 
is held under the arm instead of at 
the shoulder. 

Bach member of a rifle company is 
to receive some instruction with, the 
gun, although it is only contemplated 
for thirty picked men from each com- 
pany to receive this instruction on the 
infantry ramge as at present. The men 
composing the squads and Sections are 
especially drilled in individual firing, 
squad team work and firing at known 
ranges, in order that they may apply 
their knowledge intelligently and learn 
how to get the fullest effect of the fire. 
This course will be closely followed by 
training in ‘organization and firng un- 
der simulated battle conditions. 

The commanding officer of each bat- 
talion while on the range will detail 
one or two lieutenants, three sergeants, 
four corporals and thirty privates from 
each company of his battalion each day 
to report to the ramge chauchat rifle 
instructor for this instruction. Two 
rifles will be placed at the disposal of 
the officers of each battalion while on 
the range, so that they may familiarize 
themselves with their action and opera- 


tion. 

An allowance of 80 rounds per man, 
or four magazines, is authorized for 
known distance practices, which in- 
cludes single shots, automatic fire by 
Dursts and three stages of marching 
fire. The single fire and the automatic 
fire by bursts will be from typical 
tremeh or from prone position, the rifle

Will Soon Be Barred at Gordon 


Official Order to This Ef- 
fect Expected Soon, Wash- 
ington Hears — Several 
Thousand Will Face Inr- 
definite Silence at Gordon.

Washington, February 1.—(Special.) 
In line with a general movement being 
in all of the sixteen na- 
tional army cantonments scattered 
about the country, an order will be is- 
sued by authorities of the Bighty-sec- 
ond division prohibiting the speaking 
of any language at Camp Gordon other 
than the English tongue, it was learned 
here Friday.

Camp Gordon wiTl probably be the 
most materially affeoted by this order 
of all the national army camps, since 
the personnel of the Bighty-second di- 
Vision is easily the most cosmopolitan 
of the conscripted forces. It is tunof- 
fcially stated here that there are in 


the neighborhood of 12,000 foreigners in | 
this division, of which number between | 


2,000 and 3,000 are unable to speak 
English with amy degree of fluency. 


A nation-wide system of military ed-. 


ucational schools for special instruction 
in the use of English is being formed 
throughout the cantonments in order 
to overcome the demoralization that 
will necessarily follow the issuing of 
this order.

government regulation or price fix- 
ing, and a disposition to place greater 
emphasis on the fuel shortage. 

The developments in the coffee trade, 
extending the control of the food ad- 
ministration to green coffees, seemed 
largely responsible for the more gen- 
eral talk of a possible ultimate exten- 
sion of government control to cotton.

Possibility of Government 
Regulation, Coal Shortage 
and Moderate Buying of 
Spinners All Holding the 
Prices Down. 


The cotton market was extremely 
nervous and unsettled during the last 
week. Reports of continued firm spot 
markets in the south and the compara- 
tively small supply available for de- 
livery on contract were reflected into 
occasional rallies led by the near posi- 
tions. On the whole, however, the 
tendency of prices had been downward 
and there was a particularly sharp 
break during today’s trading, with May 
selling off to 29.25, compared with 
31.58, the high record established early 
in January. 

Such features as the possibility of 
sovernment regulation or price-fixing 
and the coal shortage have figured 


largely in the talk around the ring and 
have doubtless been responsible for 
much of the nervousness of sentiment. 
The extension of the control of the food 
administration to operations in green 
coffee seemed to increase the fear of 
some government interference in the 
cotton trade toward the end of the 
week and conflicting rumors were in 
circulation as to the prospects. 

The president's letter to Illinois farm- 
ers reiterating his desire for addi- 
tional price-fixing powers from con- 
Sress contributed to this nervousness, 
while there were rumors that some of 
the New England railroads might be 
forced to suspend operations if they 
could not secure additional fuel sup- 
Plies before Saturday. The claim has 
also been made that bullish southern 
spot advices and reports of sales at 
ae premiums have been more with 
reference to high grade of this cot- 
ton to the lower grades or off- 
colors and there still seemed to be 
conflicting opinions around the ring as 
to the prospects for price and its effect 
on cotton values. 

Brokers with trade connéctions have 
been moderate buyers on declines, with 
the demand accompanied by reports 
that spinners were pricing cotton and 
that they still had considerable cotton 
on which they would have to fix prices 
within the next two or three months. 
No change has been reported on ocean 
freight rates, but it is rumored that 
considerable tonnage has been allotted 
for shipment of cotton to Liverpool, and 
the relative strength of March contracts 
has been accompanied by reports that 
people who had taken cotton up on 
December and January contracts were 
preparing to making shipments out of 
the local stock.

Specialties of various grades denoted 
the obvious influence of professional 
operators, but yesterday's sensational 
movements were lacking. 

United States Steel monopolized spec- 
ulative attention throughout, but for- 
feited its fractional advance, closing at 
a net decline of 1% points.

HOBBLED BUSINESS, 
SAYS BRADSTREET

Business in an industrial as well as com- 
mercial sense ig hobbled, either because of 
scareity of goods, enforced weekly shut- 
downs, adverse weather conditions, paucity 
of fuel, insufficient production of freight 
congestion, and after seven weeks of cold, 
stormy weather little headway has been 
made in working out of blockades. Besides, 
what might be termed regular business is 
subservient to war work, and while those 
thus engaged are optimistic enough pro- 
ducers of less imperatively needed products 
are somewhat unsettled by the thought that 
purely civilian business may have to under- 
go further restrictions, Nevertheless, there 
is a strong disposition to speed up on war 
work when conditions become propitious 
and in a general sense there is sufficient 
buying of domestic staple lines to make up 
& goodly aggregate. Unfortunately the 
stream or orders is considerably restricted 
by the fact that manufacturers, particular- 
ly of textiles, find it necessary to cut down 
the number of orders accepted. In short, 
the question is not one of getting business, 
but of making even fairly prompt de- 
liveries, and buyers who now throng the 
principal markets with a strong desire to 
get staple textiles at advancing prices are 
having the fact forced upon them that 
the mille are chary about booking business 
for delivery in accordance with the wishes 
of purchasers. There is also more or less 
evidence of the ultimate consumer exer- 
cising conservatism and at the same time 
there is enough actual reduction in civilian 
demand for men's g00ds to make for 
irregularity. But against these manifesta- 
tlons are the conceded shortage of staples, 
the fear of still higher prices and the patent 
prosperity of the working classes. and agri- 
cultural communities. Consequently, while 
retail trade hardly measures up to normal. 
many final purveyors; recognizing the dif- 
ficulty of replacing stock, are not keen 
about conducting clearance sales.

Ex-President William H. Taft ad- 
Gressed three thousand of the soldiers 
of the Eighty-secohd division at Camp 
Gordon in the Liberty theater on Friday 
afternoon, and with his first words 
showed how he felt about them when 
he called them “My Boys.” 

Mr. Taft was introduced by Brigadier 
General W. P. Burnham, whéd spoke of 
his friendship with the former presi- 
dent which began when Mr. Taft was 
“qn the Philippines at the time of the 
military occupancy of the islands. Mr. 
Taft was the first civil governor of 
the Philippines, holding that office from 
< 1902 to 1904. He was then appointed 
secretary of war, holding that portfolio 
hntil his election to the presidency in 
1909. 

Mr. Taft, in his opening remarks, 
drew attention to the fact that General 
Burnham had sketched his career up 
to 1909. ’ 

’ “Then he stopped,” said Mr. Taft, 
end so did I. Sometimes, you know, 
@ man is first a professor and then a 
president. ! reversed the order and am 
now a professor.” 

Eulegy of Army “Y.” 

Mr. Taft gave a splendid eulogy to 
the work of the Army “Y” and spoke 
of the personal work in Europe of John 
R. Mott. general secretary for the Y. 
M. Cc. A. in this country. He said that 
he gained a great admiration for the 
work of the Y. M. C. A. in the Orient, 
particularly in its value for keeping up 
the morale of the youth of a communi- 
ty. “But never,” he said, “has its use- 
fulne been known as in this war.” 

He then spoke of the splendid char- 
acter of the army officers and their 
wives he had known in the Philippines. 
He told how their hospitality had ren- 
dered possible his own work as g0v- 
ernor there. He then stated that it 
gave him even greater pleasure, how- 
ever, to greet the privates in America’s 
army. 

“Upon you depends all,” he 
“This war is no amateur performance. 
Tt is a cold, calculating and brutal war, 
ruechanica!l in operation, fit offspring 
of the brutal German Potsdam gang.” 

He told of a recent conversation with 
a West Point army officer just re- 
turned from the front. He said that 
there had always been some poetry 
about other wars, some chivalry about 
the civil war. but there is nothing ex- 
cept repulsion about this war. 

Has a Son in France. 

“You. therefore, have my deep sym- 
pathy,” he said. “The sympathy of a 
man who feels that he can understand 


you a little from the fact that I now 
have a son of my own who is an en- 
listed man in France.” 

The khaki-clad audience here at- 
tempted to cheer, but Mr. Taft stopped 
them, saying: 

“1 claim no ckedit for that. I 
merely one of millions more.” 

He then described the men whom he 
characterized as “whispering traitors.” 
He said you can always tell them by 
the type of remark they make at the 
epening of a conversation on the war. 
They claim thorough Americanism, he
